In Brief Red Deer Flood 


Exclusive to The Edmonton Bulletin 

RED DEER, April 5.—An early morning rise in the Red 
Deer river, the most spectacular of its kind in the history of 
the city, occurred between 4 and 5 a.m. on Sunday at Red 
Deer. While the high water period covered little over four- 
teen hours several families were marooned and had to be 
taken to safety by boat, the city water pumping plant was 
flooded, more than a hundred head of livestock were drown- 
ed and total damage done ran into thousands of dollars 


The jam was believed to have -;. 


started a few miles down the 
river where the stream takes 
several bends. Conditions had 
been about normal for this time 


of year early on Sunday morning. 
The sound of crashing ice and 
rushing water awakened people 
near the river about four a.m, 
and the high water level appears 
to have been reached about an 
hour later. 

A rescue party of Lew Herder 
and Bruno Comis with a boat own- 
ed by Comis played a heroic part 
in saving a number of people. They 
helped Mr. and Mrs. George Best 
and son get out of their house on 
the north bank of the river using 
planks to get to the house which 
s up on the river bank. The Bests 
were able to get their furniture up 
off the floor on saw-horses 


SECOND RESCUE 

The rescue party next went to 
the home of Tony Planicka, fur- 
ther down the river The Plan- 
icka’s had been wakened about 
four am. by ice breaking the 
windows in their basement. Their 
home is on a flat on the north side 
of the river and some distance back 
from the bank 


So rapidly did the water come 
up that they had only about 10 
minutes in which to remove a 
few articles to the attic and 
climb out of a window onto the 
roof. Mr. and Mrs. Planicka and 
their two children spent five or 
six hours there before help ar- 
rived. They came down off the 
roof of their house onto an ad- 
joining garage and stepped into 
the rescuing boat 
Farther down the flat 
Bayers, an eld 
up about five a.m in 
a few inches below her bed. She 
owed her rescue to the ompt ac- 
tion of two young men, E. Berg and 
Leonard Carlson, who lived several 
hundred yards away on higher 
ground They were roused by 
shouts of Mrs. E. Roy, whose house 
was a short distance away 
AWAKENED BY NOISE 

She had been awakened by the 
noise of the river. The two young 
men rushed down to Mrs. Bayer's 
place and after plowing through 
deep snow and waist deep water 
carried her to safety. Mr. and Mrs 
Roy and a guest were marooned in 
the house but as it was on higher 
ground they stayed there until later 
in the day when they were taken 
off by the boat
